powers, authorities, and perfons, and with all fuch remedies, in cale 
of any refufal or omilfion to pay the fame, as any Pariilr Cefs may by Law 
be raifed and levied in Ireland, the Overplus, if any, to be applied to any 
fuch parochial purpofes to which a Parilh Cefs may by Law be applied, 
as the laid Veftry lhall, at any future Meeting to be called for that pur- 
pole, direct.
